Washington View 


Washington Oct. 28—Admiral Schley 


resumed the witness stand this morn- 
ing in the court of inquiry, continuing 
his direct examination- His counsel 
Mr. Haynor, asked only a few ques- 
tions before allowing the cross exam- 
ination to beg-in. 


Admiral Schley, regarding the al- 


leged conversations with, Capt Evans, 
said that he did have some conversa- 
tion with him, he would say of Captain 
Evans, "as I have said of all the others 
I don't believe he -would willingly mis- 
state. I think his recollection is at 
fault. He did have some conversation 
with me in relation to shooting the 
bow off of one of the torpedo boats, 
the stern of another putting her helm 
to starboard and raking one ship, then 
aport and raking another. In regard 
to the statements of Admiral Taylor 
and Captain Dawson of «the Indiana to 
the effect *bat the Brooklyn made a 
loop of a mile and a half to the south 
ward, Schley said, 


"I think they are entirely and ab- 


solutely mistaken." 


At the completion of the direct ex- 


amination a little before the noon ad- 
journment, Judge Jjemly began 
the 


cross examination. 


When this is concluded witnesses 


will be called in rebuttal. By these the

In a few minutes? however, 
when they heard their father's "flice 
they came running from the bedrooin 
where they had been hidden from their 
mother. This enraged Kennedy find, 
pulling out a revolver, he fired tlirce 
shots at his wife, killing her. He then 
turned the revolver on himself and 
when found a few minutes later was 
dead.

Press is made the medium of the last 
message from the father of Leon Czol- 
gosz, the condemned assassia who will 
pay the penalty for bis terrible crime in 
Anburn prison tomorrow.

LIQUOR SALES BY DRU86ISTS 


ImportantOtcUlon Just Rendered by! 


Commieaiener el Internal Revenue j 


The commissioner of internal revenue ( 
has just issued a decision of special 
interest to druggists, and which will 
involve unusual care in the matter of 
sales of spirituous and malt liquors. 


The flrst clause relates to sales un- 


der the prescriptions of physicians, 
and holds that while a druggist is ex- 
em|>t>ed from the special tax as a 
liquor dealer, "he cannot, 
without 


subjecting himself to this special tax, 
sell spirits or winee that are not com- 
bined with drugs or materials of any 
kind taking these liquors out of the 
class of beverages, even when he tells 
the liquor on a physician's certificate 
for medicinal purpose only." 
The commissioners further says: "The 
fact that a coirpound may be used as 
a medicine and'may be so intended by 
the person making it, does not relieve 
the seller from the liability <of a re- 
tail Wquor dealer (or retail malt liq- 
uor dealer), 
if the compound is in- 


toxicating and is not sold as a medi- 
cine. 


"Those who sell tonics (composed of 


spirits in combination with drugs), if 
sold knowingly to be used as a bever- 
age, are liable to criminal prosecution 
under the law."

Up to yesterday afternoon no 
communication had been received by 
the elder Czolgosz from Waldeck and 
this is taken to mean that the father's

scene. 


The entire arrangement of the aft"r 


part of the law's course are in Waldeck's 
bands and what steps he will take is a 
matter of uncertainty. The expense of 
conveying the body from Auburn to 
Cleveland is one of the considerations 
that causes hesitancy in tho announce- 
ment of definite final arrange uents. 
Paul Czolgosz, the father, stated that 
there was some fear of mutilation or 
other uuclt-sn-able occurrence at some 
time or other if the body should be 
brought to Cleveland immediately after 
the electrocution. This fear has led 
to the consideration of cremating the 
body at BuO'alo or some other city where 
a crematory is available. 


Some anonymous communications to 


the Czolgosfl family have mentioned tne 
fact that the body might be valuable as 
a scientific object to medical people and 
would bring a good sum of money, but 
further than mere hints no definite offer 
has been made. It was stated that such 
an offer would be distasteful to the 
fam- 


ily of the assassin and would not be con- 
gfdered. Fear that the body might be 
stolen if buried in the usual manner is 
also a reason for cremation being fa- 
Tored. 


As said above 
all postmortem ar- 


rangements are in the hands of Waldeck 
Czolgosz and whatever he does the fam- 
ily here will acquiesce in. 


Shows No »epentauc* 


Auburn, N. Y., Oct. 2S.—Leon F. Czol- 


gosz had an hour's Interview on Satur- 
day with his brother, Waldeck. At its 
conclusion the latter said that the as- 
jsassin did not show any emotion, Sid not 
Inquire as to the members of the family 
and declared he did not again care to 
gee a priest. 


The interview tietween the brothers 


took place in the office of the prison. 
They conversed in English more than 
on hour. After the interview Waldeck 
said that his brother was never de- 
monstrative, but appeared glad to see 
him. 
Leon said he did not care to see 


a priest again. The assassin expects to 
die tomorrow and will make no effort to 
appeal. Waldeck will visit his brother 
ngain today. 


It has been planned to have Leon's 


body taken in charge by a local under- 
taker immediately after the autopsy 
tomorrow. If the financial part of the 
proposition can be satisfactorily ar- 
ranged the remains will be removed at 
once to a Buffao crematory. After the 
body has been incinerated the ashes 
will be taken to Ceveland, the former 
borne of the assassin. 


Will Be No Relics 


'Auburn, Oct. 28.—The time that Leon 


P. Czolgosz, the assassin of President 
McKinley, has to live is reckoned by 
hours now, but there has been no relax- 
ation of the stringent rule under which 
the prisoner has been secluded since his 
confinement. Auburn prison is closed 
to any who seeks tof.ee the assassin and 
30 it will remain until the prisoner has 
paid the penalty irhich the law exacts. 
Tn fact the plan to deprive Czolgosz, 
living, of any notoriety, has been ei. 
tended to deprive Ozolgosz, dead, of no- 
toriety. 


f Immediately after the execution the 
clothing of tne murderer, with the vast 
accumulation of mail that £ame to the 
prison for him, will be burned and, 'if 
possible, the request of the parents of 
the dead man for his remains wHl be 
evaded. It is feared that the removal

The chair in which Czolgosz will sit

Caleb Powers Receives * Sentence c

Georgetown, Ky., Oct. 28.—Ex-Sec- 


retary of State Caleb Powers has ngaiu 
been convicted of being an accessory 
before the fact to the murder of Gov- 
ernor William Goebel in Jaunary, 1900, 
and for the second time has been sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for life. 


The second trial began Oct. 8. con- 


tinued with three sessions daily, and the 
court adjourned Saturday night. The 
present term ended. Saturday. Argu- 
ments were limited, so that the case 
went to the jury at 2 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon, the verdict of guilty follow- 
ing soon. 


Powers sat pale and motionless when 


the verdict was announced by the fore- 
man, B. S. Oalvert, his old schoolmate. 
Opposite Powers, on the other side of 
the court room, with the attorneys, sat 
Arthur Goebel, brother ol. the late gov- 
ernor, with his eyes fixed on the pris- 
oner. 


The attorneys of Powers shook his 


hand, expressing aloud their belief in 
his innocence. 


Women crowded around Powers, em- 


bracing and kissing him, and tears were 
shed. The defense having £1. a a mo- 
tion for a new trial. Judge Cantrill, at 
4:,",0 p. m. heard arguments therefor. 


Then a motion for a new trial was 


overruled and the case will be appealed. 
The sentence was read and judgment 
suspended, pending the decision of the 
higher tribunal. Powers was taken to 
Frankfort and committed to jail with- 
out bail. 


ROBBERS AT HAVERHILL

to the island of Guam, the village de- 
stroyed and the property confiscated.

WHAT THK TKA0K THUNK8 


In case the Fall River situation re- 


sults, as now seems certain, in a great 
cotton industry strike, the position of 
Mr. Borden is likely to be more dis-

The refer- 
ence to it In these columns recently 
voiced the popular uncertainty as to 
his motives, and it is evident that the 
same uncertainty prevails in the trade 
itself. The current issue of the tex- 
tile manufacturers' Journal thus sums 
up the situation: 


M. C. D. Borden Is either a commer- 


cial and a manufacturing genius, or a 
great big bluffer and a bold spirit, or a 
man who mistakenly imagines himself 
to be a genius In trade matters. The 
game is on and until the end shall 
have come predictions as to the results 
are Idle. Fall River is stirred deeply, 
the'Textile Council, representing the 
several operatives' associations, is on 
record as demanding an advance of 10 
per cent, equaliaine1 their wages with 
those paid by the Borden concerns, and 
th# several treasurers of competing 
fniHs are opposed to acceding to the 
council's demands. 
A strike is Immi- 


nent, and should one occur, Borden 
wou}d have gained a point, for it would 
give strength to the cloth market; if 
a general advance in wages shall oc- 
cur then Borden wins, for a necessity

would exist. But the buyer Is the fac- 
tor; if he should stay out of the mar- 
ket some treasurers wouM be forced 
to make a market for goods. Borden's 
bid of 3 1-16 cents on Thursday still 
further complicates the situation. 


THE PRME OP 


The price of wheat, whether crops 


were large or small, has always stood 
as a source of dissatisfaction with the 
large wheat farmers. When the crop 
was large, the price was low, and the 
farmer^ had a lot of work for small 
profit. When the crop was small and 
prices high, the complaint came that 
the farmer hadn't enough wheat to se'l 
to make a fair living. But now the 
farmers of Kansas have started a 
movement in which they claim to see 
the prospect of certain gain. 
The 


plan Is to Induce every farmer in the 
wheat belt to sign a statement that he 
will not raise an acre of wheat dur- 
ing the coming season, thus greatly de 


*> 
creasing the supply and raising the 
price. The plan includes the organi- 
zation of each township, and the in- 
cidental paying of $1 by each farmer 
signing the agreement to pay the ex- 
penses of the organization. Aside 
from the fact that this strongly re- 
sembles the determination o^ a rural 
.community to organize a society with 
all the officials and Initiation fees for 
the purpose of protesting at the wea- 
ther, this movement seems equany 
foolish in another way. The principle 
of farming has always been to raise 
those crops which were most profit- 
able. The wise .New England farmer 
turns to potatoes when he thinks po- 
tatoes will prove most profitable, and 
to oats when potatoes do not offer a 
profit. When all the wheat belt farm- 
ers have turned their acres into corn, 
they will be apt to find the same 
conditions existing with that crop, 
and while they may 'claim that the 
wheat belt offers less chance for a 
large variety of crops than a New 
England farm, it is not to be expected 
•that a determination to raise no more 
wheat for a couple of years will make 
them any richer.

When the trial was over, 
the defendant is reported to have is- 
sued to a newspaper a letter express- 
ing 
his own indignation a!iout the 


prosecution. 
From tine rough-and - 


ready point of view, he got even with 
the police." 


Here

knowledge which he professes to rec- 
ognize is sometimes inadequate from 
the 
very limitations imposed by the 


court 
"Murder trials as reported by 


newspapers are oft^n very different 
from the actual trials," the write? 
says. "The courts do not permit the 
reporters to characterize testimony 
freely, or to weigh witnesses. Read- 
ers generally demand the truth in a 
nutshell. Under these restrictions no 
reporter can let himself go and tell a 
natural story of how the whole thing 
looks to him. Of course the larger part 
of the people are more familiar with 
newspapers than with courts. Evident- 
ly much pu' lie opinion is formed up- 
on inadequate information." 


It would not be necessary to refer to 


the fact again, were it riot called to 
public attention through the medium 
of a widely respected magazine, that 
there 
is yet to be heard an honest 


criticism of the course of the officials 
from those in a position to know the 
facts 
of the case more closely than 


from 
the newspaper reports as seat 


to the great cities. 


The 
author makes a commendable 


point, however, when he continues the 
subject by referring to the need for 
some compensation from the state to 
a man in the situation of the defen- 
dant in this trial. He says: 


"The allowance for counsel fees and 


witnesses now in the discretion of the 
court amounts to little. A trial may 
have 
ruined an innocent defendant's 


fortune, 
reputation, and health. The 


suggestion is characteristic of this so- 
cialistic tendency of the time. Hither- 
to the books have been enthusiastic 
about the mere opportunity of getting 
acquitted by a fair trial. There Is al- 
ready a remedy for a malicious "prose- 
cution against any one wtio malicious- 
ly procured It. No compensation could 
be expected to be provided for by leg- 
islature unless it also Invented a new 
form <o€ verdict, such' as, not guilty, 
with compensation." 


Such a verdict as tffls would have 


been just in the Fosburgh case, as just 
and proper as was the action of the 
authorises ^n bringing the case ito 
trial.

Ttoe retirement of tbe Rev. Cyrus 


Townsend Brady from the active pur- 
suit of his sucred calling to follow the 
profession of authorrhjp—Mr. Brady's 
new story, "The Quiaeron Touch," Is 
Just coming from the presjj-rsvggests, 
says tbe New York Times, a passing 
comment on the conditions which have 
enabled him to do this. One has not to 
go very far bact in the paths of liter- 
ary history to find himself in the old 
field of poverty and want Every stu- 
dent of letters knows the histories of 
the starving geniuses, the short lived 
Cbattertons, the impecunious Steeles, 
the improvident and uncomfortable 
Goldsmitns. The novelist of not long 
ago was fond of drawing the picture of 
the poet in bis garret, and even to this 
day the dealer in pork or trousers la- 
bors under the delusion that any man 
who writes rhyme does not get enough 
to eat. 


But the world has changed all that. 


Authorship as a business is in these 
days thriving. It pays to be an au- 
thor, especially a good one. Even a 
minor one, however, can make a living 
out of tbe trade of letters. Of course 
the chief reason for this Is the im- 
mense increase in the reading popula- 
tion, brought about by methods of 
popular education. And again the 
diminution of the cost of making 
books, owing to the vast improvement 
in modern machinery, causes publishers 
to be far more enterprising than it 
would have been wise for them to be 
in the older days, even in proportion 
to the size of the public to which they 
appealed. 


But tae author of today does not 


rely'upon tbe sale of his works in book 
form alone. The popular novel of the 
time is in most cases first printed as 
a serial, and authors of repute receive 
from 
the magazines prices which 


would make the dealer In pork or 
trousers stare. The serial rights of a 
good novel are a very pretty piece of 
property in these times, and the dis- 
posal of them is in itself the producer 
of a reward far beyond the wildest 
dreams of the unfortunate authors of 
earlier days. It may interest some 
readers to learn that authors whose 
fame is much smaller than that of the 
Kiplings or Stevensons have been 
known to receive $25 a page (1,000 
words) for their work. Mr. Kipling 
has been paid as much as ten times 
that figure. 


Book royalties are often arranged on 


a sliding scale, so that after the sale of 
a certain number of copies tbe percent- 
age paid to the author increases. Ordi- 
nary novels sell well up into the thou- 
sands In these days, while extraordina- 
ry ones sell by the hundreds of thou- 
sands. As tbe author never gets less 
than 10 cents a copy, it Is easy to see 
that he is paid for bis work. In addi- 
tion to the work which goes to make 
the book cilery professional author now 
has other soiw^es of Income. He writes 
occasional magazine articles, reviews 
the books of others and sometimes con- 
tributes to newspapers. 


There is a certain amount of justice 


in applying tbe pecuniary standard to 
a producing workman. It Is perhaps 
true that the actual value of a capital- 
ist cannot be measured by his posses- 
sions nor that of a literary or artistic 
creator by bis earnings. But the dis- 
tinction between the old conditions of 
vagabondage and those of competency 
enjoyed by tbe authors of today means 
something more than an enlargement 
of the field of sale. It means also the 
increase of the valuation set by the 
public upon the product of the literary 
worker. This Is one of the most^en- 
couraging signs of these times to ttiose 
who believe In the practical importance 
of culture. s

OUR BIG LEAD IN IRON 


European Prices Depend Upon 


the American Market 


VIEWS OF i BfilTISH EXPE1T. 


f. Stephen Jeana, Kow In Till* Coun- 


try on •. Tour of Observation, Ex- 
preanea His Opinion*—Shipbuilding 
the Mainstay of the British Iron 
Tiade. 
J. Stephen Jeans, secretary of the 


British Iron Trade association and ed- 
itor of The Iron and Coal Trades' Re- 
view, is in this country making a per- 
sonal study of the situation in iron and 
steel. His observations on the ground 
coincide with his judgment formed 
across the water, and the results of 
them, as written by him for The Man- 
ufacturers' Record of Baltimore, can 
only be encouraging to American Iron 
and steel interests. 
. 


Mr. Jeans finds the Iron trade here 


again at the crest of a wave of pros 
perity, which seems likely to continue 
for many months to come, hut which 
is hardly reflected In the iron trade of 
Europe. He regards as the mainstay 
of the British iron industry at present 
shipbuilding, which, having had a re- 
markable revival, is now enjoying 
something like a boom and which has 
been less cut into by American or Ger- 
man 
competition than any 
other 


branch of the British iron industry. 
At the same time British manufac- 
turers are concerned 'with the possi- 
bilities 
of keener competition 
all 


around, because of the rapid and large 
increase of the resources of produc- 
tion both in America and Germany. As 
to the part America is to play in this 
connection Mr. Jeans says: 


"So far as the American Iron trade 


now has or is likely to ha,ye in the fu- 
ture a material influence on the Brit; 
ish iron trade, I think there can be 
little doubt that under the existing 
economic regime European prices must 
be largely fixed, if not wholly deter- 
mined, by the markets of the "United 
States. This, of> course, 4s 4ikelj to 
mean that British manufacturers can 
hardly look in the future for the excep- 
tionally high prices to which they have 
been more or less accustomed at inter- 
vals in the past, unless, indeed—which 
Is hardly probable—American firms are 
so fully booked that they cannot under- 
take outside orders. Such a considera- 
tion has naturally a very seriously de- 
pressing influence on British industry. 
Whatever enterprise has hitherto been 
developed in the British iron trade has 
largely been a function of the expecta- 
tion, amounting to a certainty, that if 
the staying powers of the makers were 
onJy sufficient to enable them to wait 
a boom was certain to come that would 
recoup them for years of bad business. 
But this prospect is clearly by no 
means so good as It was since Ameri- 
can manufacturers began to turn their 
attention in solid earnest to the cap- 
ture of European and other outside 
markets. The impression is growing 
that those who spend a great deal of 
money in new and Improved plants in 
the face o'f such an outlook are taking 
too many chances, and hence that way 
danger lies. Nevertheless there is a 
great deal of new outlay being incurred 
in Great Britain in the remodeling and 
improvements of both iron and steel 
works, and probably quite a dozen of 
our leading steel plants would be hard 
to beat in America. This remark ap- 
plies more particularly to steel works 
of Consett, Dowlais, Dalzell, Weardalc, 
Lancashire and Cyfartha. But the trou- 
ble is that these works cannot, howev- 
er good, depend on securing orders that 
will keep them in regular operation ow- 
ing to the necessarily contracted limits 
of available markets, and in this re- 
spect they stand at a great disadvan- 
tage as compared with the trade of the 
United States, which, protected at 
home, can and does make full use of its 
great resources and opportunities to 
capture the markets of other countries 
to whatever extent may be needed to 
keep its great works fully employed 
under a recognition of the fact that full 
going is a fundamental condition of 
cheap production."

Wide division of opinion in the h> 


dustrial commission will be shows In 
its report to congress on trusts, says 
the Washington correspondent of the 
New York Herald, -nd there will l»e at 
least three divers* recommendations, 
as follows: 


First.—Stricter antitrust legislation 


by the several states and by congress, 
without altering the present relations 
between their respective jurisdictions. 


Second.—The delegation by congress 


to the states of its interstate com- 
merce Jurisdiction, so as to allow the 
states to regulate manufacturing or 
trading corporations engaged la Inter- 
state commerce. 


Third.—The assumption by the na- 


tional government of a larger and per- 
haps exclusive control of all such cor- 
porations, and their regulation by act 
of congress. 


These three methods of meeting the 


trust problem have been designated for 
convenience by the commission as, 
first, the present system Improved; 
second, the state control system, and, 
third, the system of federal control. 


Publicity is a conspicuous and im- 


portant feature of each of these sys- 
tems. It will be recommended in each 
of the three reports that trusts be re- 
quired to show not only their gross 
and net earnings, but also the charac- 
ter of receipts and expenditures and 
the form of the agreements under 
which the constituent companies are 
operating. 


This subject of trusts is the rock on 


which the commission will split The 
members have been discussing the mat- 
ter with a view to securing a majority 
report, but it has become evident to 
all that their divergence of opinion will 
prevent this. 


The commission will recommend the 


enactment of more stringent Immigra- 
tion laws. Considerable attention has 
been given to this subject and the 
members are practically unanimous in 
their view on how the existing statutes 
should be amended. The assassina- 
tion of President McKinley by Leon 
Czolgosz has inspired a strong recom- 
mendation. 


The commission will urge the estab- 


lishment of a system of inspection of 
,all immigrants at the ports of em- 
barkation in Europe, with a view tc 
detecting persons of anafchistic tend- 
encies, who Intend to sail for the 
United States, where they may have 
more freedom in advancing their 
propaganda of assassination. This sys- 
tem, it is proposed, shall be operated' 
In conjunction with the governments I 
of Europe. 


Two other methods of preventing the 


arrival of anarchists from abroad will 
be suggested. The first is to apply tc 
cabin passengers the same rigorous 
rules of inspection to which steerage 
immigrants must submit on arrival at 
the point of debarkation in the United 
States. The second is to extend the 
period of possible deportations fronJ 
one yenr to two or more years. Under 
the present law any alien who has re- 
sided in this country twelve months is 
exempt from deportation. These propo- 
sitions are calculated to affect other 
undesirable foreigners than anarch- 
ists. There Is little sentiment in the 
commission in favor of an educational 
test for the average immigrant 


Another recommendation 
is that 


Congress re-enact the Chinese exchp 
sion law. The Geary act will soon ex- 
pire by limitation, and the members 
of the commission have given heed to 
the urgent requests of labor organiza- 
tions that the bars against oriental 
immigration shall not be lowered.

LOEBER MISSED GOAL! 


And Pittsfield Won the An- 


nual Football Game by 


That One Point Lost 


PIHSFIELD HAD HEAVIER TEAM 


And It Was a Well Trained Team, Teo. 


Drury Has a Chance To Get Even 


In Return Game. Williams 


Beaten by West Point 


Pittsfleld hlgrh school 6, Drury 5. 
That was the "score of the important 


high school contest 
on the football 


field at Blackinton Saturday. 


Pittsfleld won and Drury lost be- 


cause Holdeiuess of Pittsfield was able 
to kick a goal after his team had made 
a touchdown, while Loeber of Drury 
failed when he had a similar oppor- 
tunity. 


It was a good game to win and a 


hard one to lose. Both teams wanted 
to win and tried hard to earn the 
necessary points, for it is always a 
game "for blood" when North Adams 
and Pittsfield come together. 


That the game was so close was 


something 
of a surprise here, for 


though Drury has usually been su- 
perior in football, as in other branches 
of athletics, to its shire city rivals, 
the PittafieSd school has a hesavier 
and faster eleven than for many years. 
Its team has been carefully coached, 
too, by Street of Williams, and in all 
the games it played* up to Saturday 
has been able to outclass its rivals and 
win by a large score. 


Drury has a light team this year 


that has worked 
under numerous 


handicaps and on the whole, though it 
is not pleasant to concede first place 
to old rivals in anything, it must be 
admitted that the Drury boys did well 
to hold the Pittsfield team down to 
the close score they did. 


But there is another game yet to be 


played between the two, and between 
now and then Drury has an opportu- 
nity to improve. The team that played 
Saturday was a much faster one than 
went against the Dalton high school, 
and if the improvement continues, the 
story of the next game should be dif- 
ferent. 


The game was called at 3.15. Pitts- 


field won the toss aiid chose the north 
goal. Drury kicked off and Pittsfield 
got the ball and worked it slowly up 
the field .by bucking the line. Bastion 
made a run of 10 yards, but the bail 
had not gone very far into Drury ter- 
ritory when the North Adams boys 
held for downs. 


Almost immediately Blanshan made 


a run around the end for 70 yards for 
a touchdown. This was the longest 
and best run of the game. Loeber 
failed in his try for a goal, and the 
score1 was Drury 5, Pittsfield 0. This 
was at the end of 10 minutes of play. 


Pittsfield kicked to Reynolds, who 


returned the ball 10 yards. Then Lash- 
er and Rice did good line bucking, but 
Drury fumbled and the ball was saved 
only by the fast work of Matthews. 
Lasher tried to punt, but it was a 
failure and PittsS'ld got the ball.
